Claims U.S. Atomic Weapons Can 
Cancel Out Foe On Battlefield 


Los Angeles, Oct. 5 JP) — Gordon 
D ean, top U. S. atom ic official, said 
today th e U nited S tates has atomic 
weapons w hich can "cancel out" on 
th e battlefield “any num erical a d ­ 
v antage” of an enemy and that it 
need not h esitate or fear to use 
them . 
W ithout 
indicating w hether he 
had the K orean w ar specifically in 
m ind, D ean said of the use of ta c ti­ 
cal atom ic w eapons: 
"I think that w hen a situation 
arises where in our carefully con­ 
sidered judgment the use of any kind 
of a weapon is justified, we are now 
at the place where we should give 
serious consideration to the use of 
an atomic weapon, provided it can 
be used effectively from the military 
standpoint and that it is no more 
destructive than is necessary' to m eet 
J the particular situation in question." 
! 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
chairman presented this bold new 


picture of Am erican atom ic power in 
an address prepared for a Founder's 
Day gathering a t th e U niversity of 
S outhern California. 
He said: 
“In the past m ost of us have 
thought of atom ic w arfare in term s 
of intercontinental bom bers striking 
a t the g reat cities and industrial 
h earts of an enem y nation. T his 
concept of atom ic w arfare, while still 
true, is now no longer the whole 
tru th . 
"It Is but one kind of atomic war­ 
fare, and there is now a new. quite 
different kind, much more promising 
as a means of halting aggressors 
without the risk of destroying large 
parts of the world in the process. 
“Because of our great technologi­ 
cal strides, we are now* entering an 
era when the quantities of atomic 
weapons available to us will be so 
great, and the types so varied, that 
we may utilize them in many dif-

AFTER DEATH 


Long Beach, Calif., Ort. 5 (AV- 
Melvin Hewitt was dead, and now he 
is alive—but he may not be the same 
man he was before he spent those 15 
m inutes in eternity. 
Doctors speculated today on the 
personality changes th at may have 
taken place while the 28-year-old 
navy veteran was lifeless yesterday, j 
Hewitt fell on the sidewalk after 
leaving a bar early yesterday morn­ 
ing. Friends rushed him to a hos­ 
pital in El Monte. Calif., but doctors 
there said he had been dead about 
15 minutes. 
Operated Anyway 
Nevertheless, they operated. They 
cut a hole in his chest and massaged 
his h eart until Hewitt began breath­ 
ing It was believed to be the long­ 
est period in medical history that a 
person has been without life and 
then revived. 
Hewitt later was transferred to the 
veterans' hospital here. His condition 
rem ains "critical" but as his doctor 
sa vs. “he’s alive, and th a t’s very sat­ 
isfactory." 
One of the two doctors who per­ 
formed the thoracotom y said Hew­ 
itt's brain may have been damaged 
in the 15 minutes it was without cir­ 
culation of blood—dam aged enough 
to change the m an's entire personal­ 
ity. 
Estranged Wife At Side 
“He may have even a complete 
amnesia." 
the doctor said. T hat 
would mean th a t Hewitt, even if he 
recovers, would not remember any 
of his past life. He would truly be 
beginning a “second life.” 
"As far as I know," the doctor said, 
"five m inutes Is the maximum time 
the brain can survive without dam ­ 
age He has not regained conscious­ 
ness yet. Perhaps he never will." 
Meantime Hewitt’s estranged wife 
waits at his bedside. 
“O ur separation was only a mis­ 
understanding." she said, “and I

amnesia." the doctor said. That 
would mean that Hewitt, even if he; 
recovers, would not remember any 
of his past life. He would truly be

"As far as I know." the doctor said, j

the brain can survive without dam- 
age He has not regained conscious- 
ness yet. Perhaps he never wilL"
